The state fair as a whole was stronger in dairy class- 

ifications than ever before with 800 entries to which 

were added approximately 400 beef cattle, making a total 

exhibit of nearly 1300 head, a new high mark for Minn- 
esota both for dairy and total cattle shown. 

Some of the classes were rather ordinary but in others 
the quality was exceptional, so that on the whole the 
show stood out as one of the best the state has ever put on. 

Curious enough it was an outside herd, however, that 
scored the biggest triumph in winnings. The famous 
show herd of Hargrove & Arnold, fresh from six previous 
triumphs including the great show at the Iowa State 
Fair of the week previous, made a remarkable list of 
winnings at Minnesota. Hargrove & Arnold have never 
had a better show herd than they have this year and 
their success in winning all six championships, three 
blues in the male classes, two blues in the female classes 
and a blue in every group in which they showed entries, 
five in all, a grand total of 10 blues, gives some idea of 
the strength of the Hargrove & Arnold, 1923 show herd.

This cow is a medium 
sized, reasonably finely drawn matron in heavy milk, a 
good deal on the same order as Culver’s old show cow, 
South Side Inka De Kol. The next three showing dry in- 
cluded the Boeckman show cow in third place and two 
daughters of Johanna Bonheur Champion shown by Irwin 
and Hackney in second and fourth. 

The first prize winner in the three-year-old class was a 
daughter of Sir Ormsby Banostine Champion with an entry 
by Dr. Fischer sired by King Colanthan Ormsby Bess in 
second place. 

The two-year-olds were by all odds the finest ring of 
the cows in milk, Dorothy Ormsby Piebe repeating for 
the seventh time her feat of winning first senior cham- 
pionship and the grand championship ribbons.

divided the twenty-two blue ribbons among them- 

selves at the good Holstein show at Detroit, Axel 
Hansen, Savage, Minnesota, judge. Counting the cali 
club entries there were more Holsteins on exhibition than 
any other breed, the Guernseys standing second for total 
numbers and first by a narrow margin in the open classes. 
The Jerseys also were well represented, but Ayrshires and 
Brown Swiss were few and far between, and not the 
best in quality. 

Grand Champion honors fell to the two-year-old bull, 
Count Veeman Segis Piebe, a son of Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King from a 1273-lb. daughter of King Segis 
Pontiac Count, a son of the Grand Champion winning 
Junior Championship honors. Both father and son are 
owned by Lambert & Webber, Clarkston, Michigan. 

In the aged bull class, Sir Hengerveld Pietertje Ormsby, 
the famous Detroit Creamery sire was outstanding. This 
bull is in heavy service and was shown in just fair 
breeding condition, giving him an appearance of rough- 
ness that probably lost him the Senior and Grand Cham- 
pionship, although the two-year-old that won this honor 
was an easy winner in class and would be well up in the 
money at any show. He will be remembered as the Junior 
Champion of last year’s show. 

Second place in the Aged Bull class went to King 
Korndyke Abbekerk Prilly, herd sire at Monclova Stock 
Farm, Monclova, Ohio, who beat out last year’s Michigan 
Grand Champion, Capitol Cream Jupiter Hengerveld, owned 
by Black & Sons of Lansing. 

Last year’s Reserve Junior Champion, Rinkland Hen- 
gerveld Ryma, owned by John A. Rinke, Warren, Mich., 
topped the senior yearling bull class with the son of 
the famous 35,000-lb. “Marion,” exhibited by E. M. Bayne 
in second. In the two bull calf classes, John H. Winn 
entered two of his first sons of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby 
Burke, winning first in the senior division and second 
among the juniors, the latter class being headed by the 
Junior Champion, Count Veeman Segis Piebe 6th. 

The Females 


The Aged Cow class brought out about as fine an ag- 

gregation of cows as are often seen in one ring, although 
a large proportion of them were showing dry. Baynewood 
«Daisy, who stood first in both the open and A. R. O. 
classes, was characterized by Judge Hansen as one of 
the greatest show cows he has seen this year—a cow 
of great type and quality with udder and veining to 
match. She was easily Senior and Grand Champion. 

In second place was one of the two entries of James 
B. Jones, a cow that the judge described as being practic- 
ally perfect except for a slight tendency to meatiness 
in her udder. The Detroit Creamery cow in third place 
was good enought to win almost anywhere, and the fourth 
and fifth places, the other Jones entry and the Black 
& Sons cow, were not far behind in either type or quality. 
Altogether it was about as good a class as anyone could 
ask for at a State Fair—so good in fact that the Ohio 
Grand Champion was outside the money. 

The three-year-olds were headed by a big square 
heifer owned by Otto Meitz of Mt. Clemens, who won 
out on sheer merit as no pains had been taken to fit her 
for the ring. The Lenawee County Calf Club entry was 
the best of a somewhat plain class of two-year-olds in 
milk, with the Black & Sons heifer second. The dry 
two-year-olds showed rather more class, the only out-of- 
state exhibitor, R. E. Ansted of Monclova Stock Farm, 
winning his first blue in this class on Monclova Royalton 
Hengerveld Lulu, later made Reserve Senior Champion. 
Bayne’s four entries in this class stood second, third, 
fourth and fifth. 

More quality was in evidence in the younger heifer 
classes. Both the yearling classes were headed by Detroit 
Creamery entries, the blue ribbon senior yearling being 
a daughter and the junior yearling a granddaughter of 
the Hargrove & Arnold sire, King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe. 
Second in both the yearling classes went to Monclova on 
daughters of King Korndyke Abbekerk Prilly. Another

daughter of this same sire won in the senior heifer 


calf class over the Bayne entry with 
heifers third and fourth. 

Jack Winn came into his own in the junior calf class, 
taking the first three places with three daughters of 
Sir Ormsby Skylark Burke. One of the three was made 
junior champion, reserve going to the Detroit Creamery 
senior yearling. The little junior champion was yery 
similar in type to her older sister who was junior champion 
at Detroit both in 1921 and 1922. 

The A. R. O. Classes 

The classes for cows with. records lined up very much 
the same as the open classes, practically all the leaders 
having records. The animals were judged on individuality 
alone, without reference to size of record, providing of 
course that it was above the minimum. The Grang 
Champion, Baynewood Daisy, was not eligible to the 
class for cows four years old or over with records above 
20 lbs. butterfat, but won first in class for cows with 
year regords. Baynewood Rose was the only entry for 
heifers with year records. The two Jones cows stood 
first and third in the short time class and second and 
fourth in the long time class. The Detroit Creamery 
entries were well up in the money in both these classes. 

The Groups 

The best showing in the herds and groups was made 
by Monclova, winning two firsts and three seconds in 
these five groups. Winn took two firsts and one second 
and Detroit Creamery the other first. 

Of the six very good entries for Exhibitor’s Herd, the 
decision was very close between Detroit Creamery and 
Monclova, the former winning out with the First Prize 
Aged Bull, Third Prize Aged cow and First Prize Senior 
Yearling as their highest individual winners, both the 
first prize winners being Reserve Champions. The 
Second Prize Monclova herd was headed by the Second 
Prize Aged Bull and included two blue ribbon winners, 
one of them the Reserve Senior Champion female. 

Monclova picked up another blue in the Breeder’s 
Young Herd class, just shading the Winn entry a trifle. 
Calf Club entries from Lenawee and Hillsdale Counties 
stood third and fourth respectively. 

The Winnwood Calf Herd was unbeatable with a blue 
ribbon bull and a Junior Champion heifer, the second 
prize heifer being almost as good as her sister that 
placed above her. Winn’s other entry of a second prize 
bull and two third prize heifers was not quite good 
enought to take second from the Monclova outfit. 

For the third consecutive year the get of Sir Ormsby 
Skylark Burke won First Get of Sire at Detroit. The 
quality and sweetness of Winn’s Ormsby-Maplecrest 
calves is something that is pretty hard to duplicate in 
any herd. Monclova took second over the Bayne group, 
the latter including the Grand Champion cow. 

Monclova showed the First Prize dry two-year-old and 
the second prize senior yearling heifer for the Blue in 
the Produce of Cow class. Peter Bogart of Munger, Mich., 
who was a contender in nearly every class took second 
in this class with Jones third and two entries from the

There A’int No Such Animal 


SUBSCRIBER and advertiser furnishing us recently 
A with information regarding the trend of the Hoi, 
stein market quotes the following from an inquiry: 
“The bull must be absolutely straight on the — 
topline and tail set right, a good spring of rib ang 
deep. In fact as néar to the perfect as pictureg 
by our Association as possible and from a 1000-Ip. 
dam and price not over $250. The more 1000-Ip. 
records in sire and dam the better.” 

There aint no such animal, that is with a price tag of 
$250 or near that on him simply because breeders cannot 
make 1,000-lb. records on their cows and on the ancestors 
and sell the offspring for any such figure. 

The past eighteen months has been a “buyer’s market” 
and there is, of course, no fault to be found with a buyer 
who shops around and purchases as cheaply as possible— 
providing he get what he needs for his herd. There jg 
no reason, however, in making impossible demands of the 
breeder or expecting to purchase a herd sire for quarter 
his value. 

Of course buying a young bull is speculative to ap 
extent, for it is the bull’s offspring that will count largely 
for or against his record on the ledger of his purchaser. 
But the purchase price, to insure stability to this industry, 
must be sufficient to enable a breeder to pay the cost of 
establishing the blood lines and production records back 
of the ancestors and insuring a reasonable profit to the 
one who breeds and raises him to service age. 

We say a bull is half the herd, and he is. We can 
afford to pay a breeder what it costs to establish records 
upon the ancestors of our herd sires because those ree. 
ords go a long ways in determining the value of the off. 
spring of the bull. Those records coupled with the pro- 
duction ability of the daughters when they come into milk 
constitute the value of that bull to his owner. Ag breed- 
ers of Holsteins we may well select our herd sires with 
these considerations in- mind rather than consult our 
pocketbooks too closely when purchasing. By this we 
mean that the breeder might better pay the price and get 
a good one than to save a few dollars or a hundred or go 
and get a sire that will not measure up to the require 
ments. 

Buyers prefer bulls from advertised strains because 
advertised blood lines are easier to sell. Not all adver- 
tised strains are equally valuable but all of them are more 
valuable than unadvertised strains. Advertising adds to 
the value every time. 

Just how much we should invest in the speculative 
part of our young herd sire is a problem but the purchase 
price should certainly include payment for the records 
the breeder has put behind the bull, payment for the in- 
dividuality of the youngster and a reasonable profit on 
the investment the breeder who puts him on the market 
has in him. In other words if we were to give advice to 
a prospective purchaser of a herd sire we would say to 
him to buy a good bull considered from the standpoint 
of individuality, record backing, popular blood lines and 
make the price paid a secondary consideration. Price 
does not count so much when spread over the use a bull 
gets in the average breeder’s herd.

UR COVER illustration this week shows a sketch 
O of the famous old time sire, Netherland Prince 716 

H. H. B. He stands as the foundation sire of the 
important Netherland family in America. This family, 
as originally imported by Smiths & Powell, Syracuse, New 
York, came from three separate lines, all three of. these 
lines being combined in Netherland Prince. In a recent 
interview, Mr. E. A. Powell stated to the editor of the 
World that Netherland Prince stood in service in their 
herd for twelve years and was originally selected because 
they considered him to be the most perfect animal ever 
imported by them. The first member of the family im- 
ported was Netherland Queen and she proved so out- 
standing that a little later this firm returned to Holland 
to purchase every available member of this strain to be 
found. Among the number was Lady Netherland, an out- 
standing cow, who dropped Netherland Prince in Holland 
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+ petween the time of her purchase and the date of actual 
be ment. The family was famous for its beauty of form 
oe fnish and for its uniformly high test. Medium size 
= a characteristic of the family and they have proven 
pon very practical producers. 

. e blood of Netherland Prince has been perhaps more 
widely diffused than that of any other sire of the breed. 
analysis of the pedigrees of the first seventy-five 1,090- 
Ib fat producers in the United States and Canada shows 
that every one of this number trace directly to Netherland 
prince in some line. Most of them trace many times to 
this sire, the greatest number being seventy-one times 
for Mamsell Johanna world’s champion junior four-year- 
old for milk production in the yearly division. The seventy- 
five cows trace to Netherland Prince a total of 1650 times. 
It is interesting to note that the latest herd sire selected 
py Mr. E. A. Powell to head the herd which he has main- 
ained continuously from the days of Netherland Prince, 
traces an even 100 times to Netherland Prince, every ani- 
mal in the fifth generation tracing from two to fifteen 
times to this’ sire. This bull was not selected by Mr. 
Powell with the idea of finding the greatest possible 
number of crosses to Netherland Prince, but because of 
the high records for the ancestry in the closer genera- 
tions and the proven prepotency of the more recent blood 
lines. It was not until we called Mr. Powell’s attention 
to the strong representation of Netherland Prince farther 
pack in the pedigree that he realized that this sire carried 
such an exceptional inheritance of his old line breeding. 

The point illustrates, however, the fact that even now, 

forty-three years after the birth of Netherland Prince, 

wherever you find the highest production, you will find 

Netherland Prince somewhere back in the pedigree and 

usually in a considerable number of lines. The percent- 

age of his blood which the present day producers would 
carry of course is comparatively small, but the constant 
recurrence of it in so many lines cannot be without sig- 
nificance. In addition to his transmitting qualities, Neth- 
erland Prince was a show bull of the highest order, being 
beaten so far as we know but twice in his long show ring 
career, once by Billy Boelyn and once by his own son, 
Netherland Statesman.

New Zealand Friesian Year Book 


JOLUME 9 of the Year Book of the New Zealand 
Friesian Association, has reached our desk. It con- 
tains all records up to December 31, 1922, and cor- 

responds to our Blue Book, containing a list of all records 
made by the Friesian breed in New Zealand, with lists 
of the sires with their daughters and the dams with their 
daughters. The rules for Certificate-of-Record testing pro- 
vide that a cow must freshen again within 455 days from 
date of freshening at the commencing of test and four- 
year-olds or mature cows shall have dropped a living calf 
within 455 days prior to calving, for commencement of 
test. The average for the 879 records made on cows and 
heifers of all ages is 12,829.7 Ibs. milk, 454.87 Ibs. fat. As 
an indication of the progress made by Friesian breeders 
of New Zealand, the following list of class leaders is 
given:

BREDS EXCEL IN USE OF 
ie FEEDS 

The extent to which purebred live- 
stock helps solve _farmers’ feeding 
roblems is a striking result of a 
questionnaire investigation just com- 
pleted by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In this study 
nearly 500 practical stockmen de- 
scribed what their most serious feed- 
ing problems were and how they are 
meeting them. 

Well-bred Stock 40% Better 

In answer to the question, “Do you 
find that livestock of improved breed- 
ing make greater gains or produce 
more than scrubs or common stock 
when fed in the same way?” there 
was almost unanimous agreement on 
the better results obtained in feeding 
improved livestock. Most replies gave 
specific figures on the extent of 
superiority as shown by financial re- 
turns. The figures varied widely 
with an average superiority of 39.6 
per cent for the improved stock. in 
general, purebred stock excelled the 
grades and the grades greatly ex- 
celled scrubs. 

Commenting on the _ result, live- 
stock specialists in the Department 
of Agriculture point out that im- 
proved stock is more likely- to re 
ceive somewhat better feed and care, 
yet since good stock and good feed 
and care go together so commonly, 
the per cent given is about what 
others may expect when they im- 
prove their herds or flocks. While 
the result lacks the preciseness of 
scientific work, it has as a back- 
ground the average of 20 years’ ex- 
perience of nearly 500 practical live- 
stock owners, under farm conditions. 
The figure given is strikingly similar 
to that of 40.4 per cent, obtained by 
the department more than a year ago 
as showing the superior utility value 
of purebreds over common stock 
from a general farm point of view. 
Farmers Tell of Specific Examples 

Many farmers, in discussing the 


superior ability of purebreds in 
utilizing feeds, gave interesting 
experiences. A southern hog grower 


states that his purebred swine make 
50 per cent better growth than scrubs 
on the same feed and care. 

; A South Dakota farmer told of sell- 
ing three good grade steers on the 
Omaha market for $55.36 apiece more 


per head than scrubs raised with 
them. 


An Ohio dairymen kept milk rec- 
ords of some common cows and pure- 
breds with the result that showed a 
production at the end of the year 
double that of the common stock. 

Another farmer reported a feeding 
test in which he kept well-bred cattle 
and scrubs in the same yard, all. re- 
celving the same ration. The good 
cattle fattened while the scrubs re- 
mained poor. 

Scores of similar experiences in- 
dicate that well-bred livestock is aa 
important means in reducing feeding 
costs and increasing financial re- 
turns. 

Better Stock Aids in Farm Economy 

It is of interest to note, however, 
that no matter how strong the con- 
Sensus of opinion may be, there are 
generally a few on the negative side. 
Of nearly 500 experiences, five, or 
about 1 per cent, for one reason or 
another, had failed to succeed with 
improved stock. This fact, taken into 
Consideration with the foregoing 
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data, points to a 99 per cent probabil- 
ity that purebred and other improved 
livestock will aid greatly in solving 
feeding problems.

WHY FEED FOUR BULLS INSTEAD 
OF ONE? 


A survey, made by the United 
States Department of Agriculture in 
eight districts in the states of Iowa, 
Minnesota and Massachusetts not 
having bull associations, reveals some 
startling facts. One thousand two 
hundred and nineteen farmers, owh- 
ing 817 bulls with an average value of 
$76, could, if properly organized, have 
purchased for the same money the 
necessary bulls with an average value 
of $283. These farmers were keep- 
ing and feeding nearly four times as 
many bulls as would have been re- 
quired under proper organization. 

Data from one of the first bull asso- 
ciations arganized show that prior to 
its organization, the bulls in use had 
an average market value of $89. The 
average price paid by the association 
for registered purebred bulls was 
$240. Each farmer’s investment for 
a share in a good registered bull was 
actually $14, less than his former in- 
vestment in an animal of inferior 
breeding and doubtful merit. 

From other cooperative bull ass»- 
ciations come even more encouragin2g 
information. To members in one as- 
sociation the original cost to each 
member was only $23. In another 
association members have had the 
use of good purebred bulls for more 
than seven years at an average in- 
vestment of less than $25 a member, 
with prospects of being able to use 
them for three or four years more. 

The money saved can be used to- 
wards the purchase of registered fe- 
males or good grade cows, thus build- 
ing up a high producing herd at no 
extra cost. At the National Dairy Ex- 
position to be held at Syracuse, Octo- 
ber 5th to 13th, inclusive, dairy farm- 
ers can get first hand information and 
see actual demonstrations tshowing 
how these Bull Associations reduce 
production costs and increase earn- 
ings without extra cost to farmers.

REPORT ON THE PITTSBURGH 
DISTRICT DAIRY COUNSEL 

An increase of just exactly 11 per 
cent in milk consumption in Pitts- 
burgh for 1922 is the record of the 
Pittsburgh District Dairy Council. 

The population increase in Pitts- 
burgh during 1922 was approximately 
2 per cent, thus leaving a net increase 
of 9 per cent in milk consumption, it 
being due largely to the work of the 
Dairy Council. 

This increase in fluid milk con- 
sumption at the advanced price which 
fluid milk brings over manufactured 
milk netted the farmers about $37,000 
while their share of the cost of the 
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work was only about $23,000. This 
is a net profit of approximately $14,- 
000 on an investment of $23,000 which 
means a dividend of exactly 60 per 
cent. 

Pittsburgh District Dairy Council 
spent exactly $45,870.43 in 1922 and 
their budget for 1923 is $50,000. 

The Sanitation Department reports 
an improvement in the quality of the 
milk of the city on the basis of sedi- 
ment from 65 per cent in October 
1922, to 91 per cent in June 1923. 

This report speaks mighty well for 
the co-operation of producers, con- 
sumers and _ distributors in Pitts- 
burgh. 


The Pittsburgh District Dairy Coun- 
cil embraces western Pennsylvania, 
East Ohio and North Virginia.

The quality of these animals was 
the best, and when the judge had 
made his decision he felt that the 
young people who did not win were 
worthy of almost as much recognition 
as they who stood at the top with su- 
perior individuals.

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AN ADVOCATE FOR THE GRADE 
HOLSTEIN 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

When you do something that meets 
with the approval of someone else, 
you like to have them tell you. | 
must voice my approval of your arti- 
cle in the June 2 issue of the World, 
concerning grade Holsteins. I have 
had the matter of publicity for high 
producing grade Holsteins at heart 
for a long time and your article is 
the first I have ever seen published 
that touched the matter. We little 
fellows read the World with great in- 
terest and the doings of the great 
ones in A. R. O. work are an incentive 
to us, but the doings of a grade -cow 
hits nearer home. Many of us own a 
few purebred cows and most of us a 
purebred sire, but after all, over 90 
per cent of the cows in our herds are 
grades and some of them are real 
cows too. 

In this connection, I want to ask, 
what is the mission to the world of the 
purebred? What is the great good 
they leave behind them? And, an- 
swering my own question, I must say 
—the grade cow. The quality of the 
purebred cattle of a community can 
be judged by the quality of its grades. 

Trimmed of all non-essentials, the 
real mission of a great sire or a 
1000-1b. fat producer is that the grade 
cow may be better in the future than 
she was in the past. 

The sires who were great ten or 
fifteen years ago are gone and new 
names are on the pages of the World, 
but the blood of Pontiac | Korndyke 
and Hengerveld De Kol is up-building 
grade dairies of this country today, 
just as Matador Segis Walker, Crea- 
tor, or a host of others, will be to- 
morrow. 

Articles such as yours’ encourage 
us, and at times we need it, and we 
hope to see more of them and feel 
that if the grade cow page were a 
regular feature of the World that it 
would hold the same interest that 
the 1000-lb. fat producers, the Picture 
Gallery or the Junior page does. 

If a purebred cow makes a credi- 
table record it is given to the read- 
ing public, but all too often the good 
grade record goes unhonored and un- 
sung. Also, if a sire has an A. R. 
O. daughter, he gets official credit 
and has the fact stated on his pedi- 
gree. Which is the greatest bull 
really? The one with A. R. O. daugh- 
ters or the one who has only grade 
daughters equally good as producers? 

Long live the purebred. may she 
ever go on to the higher honors and 
in so doing may a part of her glory be 
reflected in the real foster mother of 
America, the high grade Holstein 
cow.

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5 Cows That Produced 81 Tons of Milk in a Year 





IVE ordinary American cows 
3 would produce about 15,000 Ibs. 
of milk in a year. 

Five cows at the Carnation Farm 
have produced (under the supervision 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association) 
162,060 Ibs. of milk containing over 
6000 lbs. of butter in a year. 

Such is the result of careful, sys- 
tematic breeding, proper feeding. 

These cows are daughters of good 
sires—remember that. Their Moth- 
ers? Well, few people ever heard of 
their mothers. 

The greatest of these cows is Segis 
Pietertje Prospect. She produced 35,- 
550.4 lbs. of milk last year, world’s 
record over all breeds and all ages—- 
the most milk ever produced in a 
year by one cow—except two years 
ago, Segis Pietertje Prospect  pro- 
duced 37,381 lbs. of milk in a vear. 

Milk? Yes, milk galore—almost 100 
lbs. every day for 730 days. 

But milk wasn’t all. Segis Pietert- 
je Prospect’s milk contained exactly 
2865.18 lbs. of buffer. No cow in Amer- 
ica—Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire, Hol- 
stein, except Prospect, ever produced 
anywhere near 2865.18 lbs. of butter 
in 730 days. 

The least of the great producing 
five is Donnybrook Nudine De Kol. 
She only produced 30,868 lbs. of milk 
last year. 

A good man with a 12-quart pail 
could take care of that cow nicely by 


milking her four times a day, and if 
he walked “steady” the milk wouldn't 
spill. 42 quarts every day for 365 
days, however, is what this milk fac- 
tory put forth. 

There are a few things about these 
cows of particular interest: 

First—They weigh 8500 lbs. or an 
average of 1700 Ibs. each. The one 
standing second in the line (Carna- 
tion Blanche Fayne) was so worn 
down after milking 365 days that she 
only tipped the scales at 2100 Ibs. 

You remember Tillamook Daisy But- 
ter King De Kol (the 3rd cow). She 


. produced 32,488 lbs. of butter and 1246 


Ibs. of butter last year and was award- 
ed “All American” honors, being con- 
sidered the most perfectly formed ma- 
ture Holstein seen in any show ring 
in America. 

Second only to Prospect for butter 
among these five Carnation favorites 
is Queen De Kol Bonheur Pontiac. 
1270 Ibs. of butter she made, and her 
milk production was 31,144 Ibs. 

The fact that no herd of cows in 
the world ever contained five such 
milk producers, makes this an inter- 
esting feature. 

The fact that all of these cows have 
been tested at Carnation Farms with- 
in the last three years (all but one 
within the last year) makes it appar- 
ent that breeding has advanced far 
since Segis Pietertje Prospect start- 
ed her first year record—then there 
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were just 6 30,000-lb. the

PURE BRED SIRES DEVELOp 
MARKET FOR PURE BRED 
DAMS 


In the improvement of live stock, a 
movement which is being accelerateg 
by various States and the ‘United 
States Department of Agriculture 
through the better sires, better stock 
campaign, the sire exerts the greater 
influence, but, once the srading-up 
process has been started, the im. 
portance of well-bred dams must be 
recognized. It is only through the 
use of pure bred females that it is pos. 
sible to preserve and carry on the full 
value of good sires. A pure bred sire 
and a pure bred dam are necessary 
to reproduce a pure bred, which mair- 
tains an unbroken stream of known 
blood. 

That farmers soon recognize the 
need for pure blood on both sides of an 
animal’s ancestry is indicated by the 
figures collected by the Department of 
Agriculture in the campaign just re. 
ferred to. The adoption of pure bred 
sires in most cases soon results in 
the purchase of a few registered fe. 
males. In the last department report 
showing the kinds and breeding of 
animals owned by farmers and breed- 
ers enrolled in the campaign they 
were shown to have on their farms 
21,542 pure bred sires and 134,020 
pure bred females. The tendency 
toward the wider adoption of pure 
bred dams is shown most conspicu- 
ously in the case of hogs, the most 
rapid multipliers of the domestic farm 
animals. In the list of hogs owned by 
men who have joined the campaign 
62.8 per cent of the sows are pure 
bred. Cattle come next with 35.9 per 
cent of the females pure bred. For 
horses the percentage is 12.5 per cent, 
asses 24.6 per cent, sheep and goats 
about 18.5 per cent. In the list of 
fowls owned there are 35,108 pure 
bred males and 514,422 females, which 
is nearly 70 per cent of all the female 
fowls listed. 

The breeder who sells pure bred 
sires is building a market for pure 
bred females.—U. S. Dept. of Agr. 





1OWA CATTLE - TESTING LAW 
AIDS FIGHT ON TB. PLAGUE 


One of the most encouraging fact- 
ors in the fight against cattle tuber- 
culosis, according to those in charge 
of the eradication work for the United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
the activity of State legislatures in 
passing laws to facilitate the wide- 
spread testing of cattle in specified 
areas, a branch of the work which in 
the last few years has become of 
greater importance than the testing 
of individual herds at random. A 
State law which contains many points 
of excellence is that passed last 
spring by the Iowa Legislature. 

Briefly, this Iowa law provides that 
on petition of 51 per cent of the own- 
ers of breeding cattle in a county, the 
live stock sanitary authority of the 
State must proceed to eradicate 
tuberculosis from the county as pro- 
vided in the law. Or the same result 
may be accomplished in another way: 
Upon petition of 15 per cent of the 
voters a proposal to eradicate the 
disease must be submitted at the next

Western C. T. A. 

The monthly news letter from the 
Western Office of the Dairy Division 
reports that during the past year cow 
testing work in the western States 
has made satisfactory progress. 
There has been an increase over the 
preceding year of 15 associations, 710 


members, 21,669 cows’ tested, 30 
testers, 2 states having associations. 
In the forty-six herd averages for 


herds over fifteen cows during the 
month of July, 27 are Holstein herds, 
twelve Jerseys and one Guernsey, the 
grade Holstein herd of C. M. McClin- 
tock, Santa Anna, California, leading 
for milk production with 1419 lbs. Of 
the 49 herds of under fifteen cows, 
twenty-five are Holsteins, twelve 
Jerseys, six Guernseys and one Ayr- 
shire. A grade Holstein owned by 
I. J. Scott, of Pomona, California, 
leads all associations in the Western 
Division for both milk and fat pro- 
duction with 102.9 lbs. fat, 2703 Ibs. 
milk. A purebred Holstein, Oak 
Grove Korndyke, owned by Van 
Meter & Krebill, Loveland, Colorado, 
was in second place with a production 
of 99.2 lbs. fat, 2660 lbs. milk. Of 
the fifty-two associations listed,thirty- 
three are led by purebred or grade 
Holsteins, thirteen by Jerseys, two by 
Guernseys, and one Red Poll. 





C. T. A. Work in Colorado 

During the month of July there 
were 5009 cows tested in 103 herds 
of the seven cow testing associations 
in Colorado. Of this number 227 pro- 
duced over 40 lbs. fat.

Los Angeles County C. T. A. Report 

Shows Great Work 

The annual report of the Los Ange- 
les Co. Farm Bureau Cow Testing 
Association makes interesting and 
profitable reading. This association 
numbers 6,500 cows which is believed 
to be the largest in the United States 
if not in the world. The annual re- 
port gives the figures on 3,409 pure- 
bred and grade cows which have 
completed the year’s work. The 351 
purebreds made an average of 10,477 
Ibs. milk, 387.9 lbs. fat while 3,058 
grades averaged 8,552 lbs. milk, 338.5 
Ibs. fat. The leading individual pro- 
ducer was a pure bred Holstein, Hol- 
lywood Lilith Palmyra Abbekerk, who 
is credited during the cow testing as- 
sociation year with 1,005.9 lbs. fat. 
This period included one and one- 
half months of her four-year-old lacta- 
tion and a ten-week’s dry period. Dur- 
ing her present lactation, she is mak- 
ing in semi-official test a very large 
record with 1,000 lbs. fat in her first 
288 days. Among the splendid herd 
averages are to be found the excep- 
tional figures for the Fred Hartsook 
herd of 85 pure bred Holsteins of 11,- 
785 lbs. milk, 408.3 lbs. fat, while 24 
purebred Holsteins in the herd of 
Agee Brothers averaged 12,873 Ibs. 


milk, 433.5 lbs. fat. Nineteen pure. 
bred Holsteins in the herd of F, p 
Pellissier averaged 13,781 lbs. milk 
476.4 lbs. fat and 478 grade cows jn 
this herd which is the largest in the 
association averaged 8,731 lbs. milk 
315.5 lbs. fat. Another exceptional 
herd average is that of the Santa 
Monica dairy of 209 grade Hol. 
steins with an average of 10,637 Ibs. 
milk, 398.3 lbs. fat. 

This association has been in oper. 
ation since 1918 and much interesting 
information is given regarding the 
the progress dairymen have made by 
studying their cows over a period of 
years. These figures illustrate most 
forcibly the value of Cow Testing As. 
sociation work. Most of the highest 
herd averages are obtained in herds 
that have been in the association for 
a number of years. As an illustration, 
we may cite figures on the Santa 
Monica dairy herd. Three years ago 
the herd average was 275.4 Ibs. fat, 
following year 330.5 lbs. fat and the 
next year 366.7 lbs. fat while during 
the past year the average on 209 
head was 398.3 lbs. fat. The income 
over the preceeding year alone 
amounts to over $6000 above the cost 
of supervision in the association.

The yearly records you have been 
telling about are vastly more valuable 
and I’m for them of course. This is 
simply an interesting seven-day rec- 
ord.

Holsteins on the Western Slope of Colorado 
By C. M. LONG, Extension Service 








Professor W. H. Olin, Agricultural 
Agent of the Denver, Rio Grande and 
Gulf road invited me to go with him 
on his dairy tour over their lines on 
the western slope. In our party be- 
sides Mr. Olin were Professor Geo. 
Morton, Head of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Dept. of the Agricultural 
College, who is also State Dairy 
Commissioner, Mr. D. W. Thomas of 
the State Dairy Council and Sam 
Basherov of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture from their 


Western office at Salt Lake. His 
work is the promotion of bull 
associations. 


Mr. H. A. Ireland at Montrose em- 
ployed by the Government to have 
charge of livestock work on Uncom- 
paghre project and located at Mont- 
rose and Co. Agent L. P. McCann at 
Grand Junction had charge of local 
arrangements in their respective dis- 
tricts. Both men are doing excellent 
dairy promotion. 

Our first stop was at Montrose. A 
tour of several herds had been ar- 
ranged, after which came a picnic 
dinner followed by speaking. We 
also met with the business men to 
work out means of financing more 
dairy cows. There is a demand for 
about two carloads more if they can 
be financed. 

This has been a sugar beet and 
potato region. Loesch Bros. have 
established about the only purebred 
herd of Holsteins here. They have 
about 75 head in their herd headed 
by two sons of “Count.” 

We held other tours and meetings 
at Delta, Hotchkins and Cedaredge. 
At Delta we were entertained by the 
Lions’ Club. There are a good many 
purebred Holstein bulls around these 
towns but the only herd of any size 
is owned by King Banks who recently 
moved there from eastern Arkansas. 
He has several good cows. 

Our next point was Grand Junction. 
This is a great fruit region, many of 
the ranchers even yet have not a 





family cow. Some have just a family 
cow while others have learned that 
it is not safe to trust to fruit alone 
and have brought in some cows. 
Jerseys have been quite strong here 
as family cows but the worth of 
Holsteins is rapidly being found out. 
Clyde Peterson has just “bought a 
good son of Matador Segis Walker 
out of a yearly record cow. He also 
has a half sister to King Ona which 
is a magnificent cow that looks like 
she is good for a 1000 lbs. of butter 
when given a chance. He has several 
other good ones. There are several 
other herds in this valley. After 
holding meetings here on the farms 
of one of the breeders and with the 
breeders’ association in the city at 
night we went the next day up on the 
valley plateau. 

These are a series of five “mesas” 
or high plateaus laying one above the 
other at intervals of 500 ft. starting 
at 5000 and rising up to nearly 9000 
ft. On every plateau dairying is be- 
ing practiced and Holsteins next to 
the native red cows predominate. 
On the third plateau six or seven 
thousand feet above the sea level 
and forty miles back from the rail- 
road L. J. Ryan of Plateau City 
brought out for our inspection a son 
of “37th,” out of a 33-lb. dam. A 
little way down the road a man 
showed us a fine son of King Segis 
Pontiac which he was using for his 
herd sire. 


The fifth valley was so high we 
could not make it with our Ford but 
they told us the cattle were driven 
up here for the summer as in Switz- 
erland, the herdsman and. the cream 
separator going along with them. 
The cream is sent back down in cans 
on pack horses. They make a fine 
product up here, the water is so cold. 
There is a creamery on the first mesa 
and another on the third. These 
valleys are from 30 to 40 miles long 
and from 1 to 3 miles wide and pro- 
duce annually 42,000 Ibs. of butter.

Public stockyards have begun the 
vaccination of cattle against “stock- 
yard pneumonia” or “shipping fever”. 
Although the disease occasionally 
manifests itself in cattle that have not 
been away from home, it is most prev- 
alent in animals which have been 
shipped a long distance—especially 
those that have been unloaded at 
stockyards. It was more prevalent last 
winter than ever before. The vaccin- 
ation method of treating the disease 
is still in the experimental stage but 
it has been used enough to prove that 
losses are greatly reduced. The bu- 
reau of animal industry urges pur- 
chasers of cattle to have the animals 
vaccinated before shipping them to 
country points. Until the work is 
placed on a stable basis the bureau 
will furnish vaccine and veterinarians 
to administer the treatment at cost.
